Dr. Guilfoy, Registrar of Vital Statistics in New 
York, has compiled the figures and stands as 
authority for the statement. Pure milk for babies 
dispensed through stations established by Mr. 
Straus has been the means to this astonishing 
end. But 49,549 lives saved is by no means the 
limit of the remarkable achievements of Mr. 
Straus. The work he fustituted has been taken 
up in many cities in this country and Europe. 
Mothers have been educated and the public. has 
been taught that infant mortality, the crime of 
the centuries, can be reduced more than one- 


half. | : 


A decreasing death rate among infants has fol- 
lowed the increasing scope of the work of the 
Straus Pure Milk Commission from year to year. 
Last summer 4114 children under five died in 
the boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. The 
rate was 52.5 per 1000. This is the lowest rate in 
the history of New York. Had the death rate 
been 126.4 per 1000, which was the figure when 
Mr. Straus inaugurated the work in 1891, the 
number of deaths would have reached 9787. Dr. 
Guilfoy feels justified in attributing the saving 
of 5683 lives to the Strauss staff in the last sum- 
mer. | 

Incidentally the work of saving babies in New 
York and elsewhere has paved the way for mu- 
nicipal and state. work calculated to protect the 
It 
'is'the most humiliating of confessions that, while 
much ‘progress has been made, the, possibilities 
are far from reached. There are few cities in 
which some form of milk inspection is not made; 
there are few states which have not passed laws 
designed to better conditions. But the problem 
is still far from solved. The problem will never 
be solved until the lawmakers decline resolutely 
to take account of the fact that milk is a com- 
mercial commodity and begin to view the sit- 
uation through eyes that see only the protection of 


half-way toward the goal of clean milk, sanitary 
dairies, germ-proof receptacles and healthy cat- 
tle. We are still inclined to sink everything in 
our greed for unrestricted trade, and we do not 
apply the knowledge we have gained at such 
great cost. 

There will be no satisfactory solution of the 
problem until the force of law has intervened to 
‘make unnecessary private effort to secure pure 
milk in limited quantities. Here in St. Louis the 
Post-Dispatch has collected a Pure Milk and Free 
Ice Fund for the local Pure Milk Commission 
every summer and the results have been no less 
satisfactory than in New York so far as the sav- 
ing of life is concerned. But a recurring deficit is 
the invariable rule, and it is, at best, energy ex- 
pended in.conflict, with conditions which should 
not exist—which are the product of municipal and 
state indifference and neglect. 

In the face of the astonishing record of Mr. 
Straus, who has saved and been instrumental] in 
saving the lives of half a million babies, what 
shall we say of a thousand cities which continue to 
slay them? The world has honored the destroyers 
of human life sifice the beginning. Will it ever 
show appreciation of the men who save life? 
What hero in all history has to his credit such 
‘an achievement as that of Nathan Straus?

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LIEUT. SHACKLETON’S NEAR DISCOVERY. 
Lieut. Shackleton of the British navy would 
have reached the South Pole if he had been an 
American, His story, “Farthest South,” now 
appearing in McClure’s is a better yarn than 
either of the north polar explorers has published, 
though he was forced to turn back’ when the 
pole was 97 miles away. Shackleton and his 
free-born Britons worked just as hard as Cook 
and his Eskimos at the other end of the world, 
but centuries of British inaptitude dragged at 
Shackleton’s sled tail. 

Christmas day found the party at 85 degrees 
south. They were 9500 feet above sea level, the 
thermometer showed “48 degrees of frost,” and 
a blizzard raged, but they celebrated Christmas 
like true Englishmen. He says: 

Camped at 6 p. m., wind increasing. We had a 
splendid dinner. First hoosh, consisting of pony 
ration boiled up with pemmican, some of our 
emergency Oxo, and biscuit; then, in the cocoa wa~- 
ter I boiled our little plum pudding, which a friend 
of Wild's had given him.

THE GREAT VOYAGE. 

The fleet of 10 steamers which will leave St. 
Louis Monday afternoon will grow to 18, with 
a torpedo boat destroyer and three torpedo boats 
in advance, before New Orleans is reached. Run- 
ning with regard to safety, the line of boats will 
extend six miles along the river. 

The fleet will bear, in addition to members of 
the Lakes-to-Gulf Deep Waterway Association and 
the Mississippi River Commission, the President 
and the Vice-President of the United States, three 
Cabinet officers, eight representatives of foreign 
countries, the Governors of 32 states, the Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives and 177 mem- 
bers of Congress, inclusive of 20 Senators. ; 

It is doubtful if ever in the history of the na- 
tion such an official array came together save in 
Washington. Gov. Shafroth of Colorado and Gov. 
‘Brooks of Wyoming will travel with Gov, Weeks 
of Connecticut and Gov. Fernald of Maine; Fort 
of New Jersey will touch shoulders with Sloan of 
Arizona and Gilchrist of Florida may swap yarns 
with Vessey of South Dakota, and Ansel of South 
Carolina may recite a certain historical saying to 
Quinby of New Hampshire in the absence of his 
brother from North Carolina. 

This official horde supplemented by delegates 
from dozens of interested cities and towns in the 
valley will descend on New Orleans to discuss in 
convention the making of an adequate water route 
from the Great Lakes to the Gulf. 

It is a mighty and cosmopolitan assemblage the 
St. Louis Business Men’s League has got to- 
gether. . Persistent effort, tireless energy and an 
irresistible argument were the means used, and 
there can be never a doubt that the results in ed- 
ucation, information and enthusiasm will be as 
wide as the area from which the guests have been 
drawn and as deep as the waterway that is to be 
made.

This support is the last step in a program 
which has been carried out intelligently, logical- 
ly, consistently and in the buoyant hope that what 
should be will be. When the people are con- 
vinced, Congress will be convinced, and demon- 
stration, ocular as well as aural, is a certain 
means to the end. With the first stage of the 
voyage down the river the last stage of the work 
for deeper waterways will begin.

Mr. John D. Rockefeller is such a good man 
that he is always generous with advice to little 
Sunday school boys. And almost always the ad- 
vice is something about money. 

“It is your duty to save money,” said Mr. 

Rockefeller to the boys of the Euclid Avenue Sun- 
day School last Sunday. And he followed it up 
with some sensible remarks about the way a boy 
should spend his money. 
_ Thrift is an economic virtue, without which 
no man can get on honestly in this world at this 
stage of development. But the Master whom 
Mr. Rockefeller says he serves did not teach the 
economic virtues. Instead of teaching how to 
better one’s own condition in the world, he taught 
a set of virtues called the beatitudes, which al- 
lege the first duty to be to try to better your 
neighbor’s conditions. How to help one’s self— 
that is the mission of the economic virtues. How 
to*help the world—that is the mission of the 
Christian virtues. The two don’t mix very well, 
but an honest, man, fitiding himself unable, be- 
cause of circumstances, to realize these virtues 
taught by Mr. Rockefeller’s master in his own 
person, can at least do the best he can. He can 
practice them as far as he is able. And always 
he can recommend them to little boys in Sunday 
schools. :

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FARMING IN WEST 


Secretary Wilson Finds “Some 
Very Gross Errors Are 
Being Made.” 


BILLINGS, Mont., Oct. 22.—Secretary 
James Wilson of the Department of 
Agriculture has shown a deep interest 
in the West and has devoted consider- 
able attention to it In his report pub- 
lished in the Yearbook of the Depart- 
ment, but he takes issue with many of 


the exponents of a certain system of s0- 
called dry farming, and it is Ikely that 
his expression of opinion on the details 
wherein he differs from the Western ex- 
perts will precipitate animated discus- 
sion at the fourth Dry Farming Con- 
gress here Oct. 26-28. 

Secretary Wilson was invited to at- 
tend the coming congress, but in a let-/ 
ter to Gov. Norris of Montana, president 
of the Dry Farming Congress, has ex- 
pressed his regret that he will be un- 
able to be present in person. However, 
he will send a message to the congress 
to be read at the opening session. An 
idea of his position regarding certain 
details of dry farming methods is given 
in his letter to Gov. Norris. Secretary 
Wilson, in part, says: 

Visiting in the Mountains. 

“T have just returned from a month’s 
visit to the mountain states, where we 
have numerous dry farming experi- 
ments going on. -It is one of the most 
prominent and interesting studies of 
this time. -We know what is wanting to. 
some extent, and are close students of 
the conditiens in the light rainfall dis- 
tricts of the West. We began some 
years ago getting plants from dry lands 
in foreign countries, where they have 
severe winters, that would be suitable 
for our conditions west of the 100th 
meridian and are having success. We 
have hardy alfalfa brought last year 
from Siberia, also clovers and other 
plants. 

“That is ene thing that has to be 
and another thing that needs 


tries where very gross errors are be- 
ing; made and some very questionable 
methods aré being pursued, that is, 
they plow two years for one crop, the 
plan being that the precipitation of 
two seasons will be grouped toward the 
growing of one good crop. 

“This will succeed for a number, of 
‘years, but it cannot succeed perma- 
nently. That is why this department 
has been scouring the world for plants 
that will grow and put organic mat- 
ter in the sgjl during the year that is 
new occupied in fallowing. 

Predicts Solution of Problem, 


“| “What time I could spare this summer 


has been given more to the study of 
dry-land farming than anything else. 
I knew we will eventually solve these 
problems, but it requires the ability of 
the best men we have to do it, and it

GUTHRIE, Ok., Oct. 2. — A letter 
written by a fond father yieJding to a

Models of All Leading Craft 
Will Be Obtained for Use 
of Young Students. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 23.—The boys and 
girts of Cincinnati are going to study 
aviation. The doings of the Wright 
brothers in the neighboring town of 
Dayton, ©O., and elsewhere has, of 
course, aroused considerable interest 
here in the great contest with the air, 
and the Ohto Mechanics’ Institute, one 
of the oldest educational institutions in 
the West, has inaugurated a new course 
of study known as ‘’a.course,in avia- 
tion.” 

This year only preliminary work will 


of the institute is completed the man- 
agement expects to make the course an 
elaborate one. There will be a professor 
of aviation and all equipment necessary 
to pursue the study of aeroplanes, morio- 
planes, biplanes, dirigible balloons and 
all manner of aircraft. 

Prof. John L. Shearer has enrolled «a 
class of 800 pupils. Hei\is enthusiastic 
over the outlook and believes there ir 
an excellent chance of these 800 young 
minds to devise jmprovéments in the 
existing flying machines which the oldér 
scientists and meshanies have over- 
looked. 

How the Conrse Was Born. 

The Ohio Mechanics’ Institute was 
founded in 1828. It is conducted in a 
smaller way on the lines of the Cooper 
Institute in New York or the Franklin 
Institute in Philadelphia. All three of 
these schcols were first modeled after 
the old Birk Beck Institute of London 
and the famous night schools of Edin- 
burgh. 

The Ohio Mechanics’ Institute, at the 
corner of Sixth and Vine streets, out- 
grew its present building years ago, but 
lack of funds forced them to remain 
here; so when Mrs, Mary M. Emery, 
widow of Thomas J. Emery, gave $500,- 
000 to the school, to be used in the erec- 
tion of a new building as a memorial 
to her husband, many new courses of 
study were planned. Chief among these 
is President John L. Shearer’s course 
in geronautics. 

The professor was seated on his front 
porch watching two boys at play when 
the idea of this course first entered his 
mind. One of the boys spoke of the 
Wright brothers. 

“Who are they?” asked the other 
youngster. 

“Pshaw!’ responded his comrade. “You 
don't know nothin’.’”’ 

The crestfallen appearance of the lit- 
tle fellow when twitted because of his 
lack of knowledge touched the kindly 
heart of the old Scotch school teacher, 
and he determined that the younger 
generation of Cincinnati and vicinity 
should remain no longer in such igno- 
rance of air navigation. His remedy 
was this course in aviation. 

The Motor a Great Preblem. 

In speaking of his idea, Prof. Shearer 
said: “Everybody is more or less in- 
terested in aeronautics. I believe the 
Way to solve the many problems is to 
popularize the idea. No one man will 
It is too big.

Then they will make 
drawings of the machines used by the 
most prominent inventors and study the 
mechanism of them. 

Course on the Roof. 

The course will come under the super- 
vision of the teachers of physics. Prof. 
George Alfred has spent the entire sum- 
mer in Europe studying the great air- 
Ships of France and Germany. He has 
arranged with a concern in. Birmingham 
for models of all the most prominent 
inventors’ airships.

Railroad Earnings Quoted to 


Prove Oklahoma Could Run 
Lines at Profit. 
REGULATION OF RATES 
Roads Refuse to Make Exten- 


sions on Account of Anti- 
Corporation Laws. 


GUTHRIE, Ok., Oct. 23.—It is now be- 
ing urged that Oklahoma build, equip 


‘ @nd operate its own railroads, and the 


earnings of the main lines of railway in 
the State are being quoted to prove that 
this can be done profitably. It is being 
particularly inSisted that the State build 
interurban linés and thereby through 
‘competition regulate the standard roads. 

There ig a provision in the Oklahoma 
Confstitution which permits the State to 
build ite railroads. The provision was 
fathered during the State Constitutional 
Convention by William H. Murray, presl- 
dent of the convention, and was indorsed 
and advocated by the 50 or more farmer 
delegates to that body. In fact, under 
this provision the State may engage in 
any line of business excepting that of 
agriculture. ' 

Because of the stringent anti-corpora- 
tion laws in this State the railway com- 
panies have refused during the past few 
years to make any extensions and this 
fact has brought about the present agi- 
tation for State construction of rail- 
roads. In his report to the State Bar 
Association Senator David P. Marum of 
Woodward, chairman of the Grievance 
Committee, advocates tine building: of 
railroads by the State and suggests that 
the- plan be thoroughly investigated. 
Senator Marum says: 

More Railroads Wanted. 

-"I believe that the only solution of 
the railroad situation in Oklzhoma is for 
the State to build and own the roads. 
Whe railway companies say that they are 
not going to construct any more roads in 
Oklahoma at the present time, and I 
guess they know what they are talking 
about. You never hear of State securi- 
ties going begging, and that’s why I say 
let the State build the roads. __.. , 

“What we want in the State“is more 
railroads. We don’t particularly care 
how they. come just so they do come, 
and if the railroads we have now won't 
build any extension, State construction, 
therefore, is the solution."’ 

“The State Corporation Commission’s 
annugl report shows that the Atchison, 
Topeka -& Santa Fé Railroad earned 
$2869.18 per mile after paying operating 
expenses. and after allowing for wear 
é@nd tear and a heavy per cent for law 
expenses and salaries for general of- 
fices’’ is the statement of Thomas 
Cc. whiteley of Guthrie in advocating the 
building of electrical Anterurbans to com- 
He con- 
tinues:

. “These figures made these roads 6 per 
Cent on an assumed cost of $22,000 per 
mile for constructing and equipment that 
they are collecting in exces# of a just 
or lawful rate, a total sum of $7,041, 462 
annually. 

“This means that the State could build 
and equip over 600 miles annually of in- 


terurban railways out of these excess 
charges, over and above what they are 
entitled to receive. 


"If the State were to parallel some 
af the standard lines, and expend the 
sum of $7,000,000 to build its first 600 
miles of interurbans, it is safe to say

BUSTON PUTLE 


Scientists There Are Waging 
Same War as Kansas Men 
Have Undertaken. 


300 CASES REPORTED 


Bacteriologist, After Exhaust- 
ive Study, Says Results So 
Far Are Unconvincing. 


BOSTON, Oct. 23.—Infantile paralysis, 
that terrible disease which is killing 


and crippling tne children of Kansas, 


and to determine thé cause of which the 
Kansas Board of Health has provided 
monkeys and other animals for experi- 
ments by the bacteriologists in the em- 


ploy of the\ State, is of much concern 
in Boston and Massachusetts. More 
than 300 cases have been reported to the 


Massachusetts Board of Health since ‘ 


last July from 9 cities and towns, more 
than one-third of this number coming 
from Boston and its suburbs. 

This disease, of which leas is definite- 
ly known as to cause and cure chap 
any other disease commonly reported 
to the health boards, is this year more 
prevalent here than since special atten- 
tion and study was first directed to it 

The State Board of Health ig making 
a study of it at its laboratory, but the 
research has so far led to no definite 
conclusions or discoveries of moment. 

This disease, source of so much pain 
and suffering to little children and the 
dread cause of the dwarfing and use- 
lessness of limbs, which se often 
Graws tears to the eyes of the sympa- 
thetic beholder, is still more or leas of 
an unsolved puzzle to the medical men, 
even those who have given special at- 
tention to laboratory research regard- 
ing it. 

At present there are a large number 
of well defined cases and new ones are 
being reported to the State Board of 
Health from day to day. In Kansas the 
state of affairs is very similar. 

There are various degrees of severity 
of the disease, and the premonitory 
symptoms differ. It is often difficult to 
diagnose the exact trouble until‘ the 
acute stage is reached. It is a trouble 
which attacks the children of the rich 
and poor alike. Complete recovery is 


not unusual, although often the little}. 


patients go on through life with an 
impaired nervous system or worse af- 
fliction, while many victims die after a 
very short illness: There have been in- 
stances of recovery in from 2% to 48 


hours, but in the majority of cases the/| 


disease runs from two to twelve weeks. 
Not Ready to Report. 

The importance of special attention to 
determine the cause and, if possible, a 
cure for the disease was brought home 
to Dr. Mark W. Richardson of the State 
Board of Health with peculiar and piti- 
ful emphasis when he lost, during the 
sast summer, his own two little boys 
from this cause. 

Dr. Theobold Smith, pathologist of the 
State Board, is in charge of the labo- 
ratory work which is being carried on. 
The results of hig studies /will not be 
made public until more definite conclu- 
sions have been reached. Until the 
cause of the disease is definitely deter. 
mined no positive course of treatment to 
bring about a cure can be prescribed, 
and the treatment of the trouble is at 
present largely a matter of uncertainty 
and experiment. 

Bacteriologists working to discover 
the cause have from time to time for 4 
number of years past reported the iso. 
lation of the germ respensible for the 
disease, but further experiment has s» 
far so often brought negative results 
where the germ was looked for that ‘t 
has not yet been officially catalogued. 

Dr. Robert W. Lovett, in a‘paper read 
before the annual meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society in June, 1909, 
reviewed the work of the bacterilologisis 
from the announcement by Schultze in 
1898 that he had discovered a diplococcus 
responsible for the disease, and Dr. Lov- 
ett’s summing up of the situation was 
as follows: 

“Infantile paralysis (anterior polio- 
myelitis is generally considered as in- 
fectious in origin. It occurs in epidem- 
ies at times and its not free from the 
suspicion of being contagious. It is not 
always epidemic, however.” 

Findings not Convincing. 

In many instances, he pointed out, the 
evidence of the study of the d@iseasc— 
taken from the reports of the epider- 
mics in various sections in Massachu- 
setts in 1907 and previously in New York 
—tended to a belief that its prevalence 
was due to a source of common infec- 
tion. Several cases in one family, cases 
it the same neighborhood and in the 
families of friends tended to support 
this idea. 

“The positive bacterial findings,” said 
Dr. Lovétt, “are not convincing, only 
a few such being reported and these 
not always ‘agreeing a8 to the organism, 
whereas a very great number of cases 
are examined by lumbar puncture with 
negative results. But negative results 
do not disprave @ bacterial origin for 
the disease, for the orgapisms may do 
their work and disappear, or the harm 
may be done by toxkines and not by the 
bacteria themselves.” 

“In this,’ sald he, “it offers a striking 
resemblance to the prevalence of the

BOSTON PUTILEG 


Scientists There Are Waging 
Same War as Kansas Men 
Have Undertaken. 


300 CASES REPORTED 


Bacteriologist, After Exhaust- 
ive Study, Says Results So 
Far Are Unconvincing. 


BOSTON, Oct. 23.—Infantile paralysis, 
that terriblgé disease which is killing 
and crippling tne children of Kansas, 
and to determine thé cause of which the 
Kansas Board of Health has provided 
monkeys and other animals for experi- 
ments by the bacteriologists in the em- 


ploy of the’ State, is of much concern 
in Boston and Massachusetts. More 
than 300 cases have been reported t» the 
Massachusetts Board of Health since 
last July from 9 cities and towns, more 
than one-third of this number coming 
from Boston and its suburbs. 

This disease, of which leas is definite- 
ly known as to cause and cure chap 
any other disease commonly reported 
to the health boards, is this year more 
prevalent here than since special atten- 
tion and study was first directed to it 

The State Board of Health is making 
a study of it at its laboratory, but the 
research has so far led to no definite 
conclusions or discoveries of moment. 

This diseage, source of so much pain 
and suffering to little children and the 
dread cause of the dwarfing and use- 
lessness of limbs, which so often 
Graws tears to the eyes of the sympa- 
thetic beholder, is still more or less of 
an unsolved puzzle to the medical men, 
even those who have given special at- 
tention to laboratery research regard- 
ing it. 

At present there are a large number 
of well defined cases and new ones are 
being reported to the State Board of 
Health from day to day. In Kansas the 
state of affairs is very similar. 

There are various degrees of severity 
of the disease, and the premonitory 
symptoms differ, It is often difficult to 
diagnose the exact trouble until ' the 
acute stage is reached. It is a trouble 
which attacks the children of the rich 
and poor alike. Complete recovery is 
not unusual, although . often. the little 
patients go on through life with an 
impaired nervous system or worse af- 
fliction, while many victims die after a 
very short illness: There have been in- 
stances of recovery in from 24 to 48 
hours, but in the majority of cases the 
disease runs from two to twelve weeks. 

Not Ready to 

The importance of special attention to 
determine the cause and, if possible, a 
cure for the disease was brought home 
to Dr. Mark W. Richardson of the State 
Board of Health with peculiar and piti- 
ful emphasis when he lost, during the 
sast summer, his own two little boys 
from this cause. 

Dr. Theobold Smith, pathologist of the 
State Board, is in charge of the labo- 
ratory work which is being carried on. 
The results of hig studies will not be 
made public until more definite conclu- 
sions have been reached. Until the 
cause of the disease ia definitely deter- 
mined no positive course of treatment to 
bring about a cure can be prescribed, 
and the treatment of the trouble fs at 
present largely a matter of uncertainty 
and experiment. 

Bacteriologists working to discover 
the cause have from time to time for a 
number of years past reported the iso- 
lation of the germ respensible for the 
disease, but further experiment has so 
far so often brought negative results 
where the germ was looked for that ‘t 
has not yet been officially catalogued. 

Dr. Robert W. Lovett, in a\paper read 
before the annual meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society in June, 1909, 
reviewed the work of the bacteriologists 
from the announcement by Schultze in 
1898 that he had discovered a diplococcus 
responsible for the disease, and Dr. Lov- 
ett’s summing up of the situation was 
as follows: 

“Infantile paralysis (anterior polio- 
myelitis is generally considered ag ip- 
fectious in- origin. It occurs in epidem- 
its at times and is not free from the 
suspicion of being contagious. It is not 
always epidemic, however.” 

Findings not Convincing. 

In many instances, he pointed out, the 
evidence of the study of the diseasc— 
taken from the reports of the epider- 
mics in various sections In Massachu- 


setts in 1907 and previously in New York 


—tended to a belief that its prevalence 
was due to a source of common infec- 
tion. Several cases in one family, cases 
in the same neighborhood and in the 
families of friends tended to support 
this idea. 

“The positive bacterial findings,” said 
Dr. Lovétt, “are not convincing, only 
a few such being reported and these 
not always ‘agreeing a8 to the organism, 
whereas a very great number of cases 
are examined by lumbar puncture with 
negative results. But negative results 
do not disprove a bacterial origin for 


which affect children of \the same age

Thus far the time has been 
“consumed fn making a topographical 
survey of the territory to be protected, 
which comprises 127 square miles. A

Accidental Deaths Than in Same 
\Period_a Year Ago. 


Many cases of scarlatina were re- 
ported to the Health’ Department last 
week. In four instances the disease 
was fatal. Diphtheria, membraneous 
croup and typhofd fever each § caused 
the death of two persons and one died 
of cerebro-spinal fever. 

Deaths from all causes during the 
week were 216. Births numbered 306. 

Tuberculosis was charged with 27 
deaths and pneumonia with 19. One 
person died of alcoholism. There were 
four suicides, a homicide and seven 
deaths by accident. 

The Coroner's records show that ac- 
cidental deaths thus far this year ex- 
ceed by more than 100 the total for the 
corresponding date of'19%8;

“I have héard no report that Mr. Eck- 
éls conimitted suicide after the Clearing 
House Association of Chicago had in- 
vestigated hig financial affairs.

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POLITICIANS ACCUSERS 


John P. Hopkins and Roger 
Sullivan Trying to Recover 
Their Losses. 


From a Staff Cerrespondent ef the 
CHICAGO, Oct. 23,—Investigation of 


récent claims filed’ against the estate 
of the late James H. Eckels, Comptrot 
ler of the Currency during the second 
Cleveland administration and president 


of the Commercial National Bank of 
Chicago at the time of his sudden death, 
April 14, 1907, reveals sensational 
charges made against Mr. Eckels by 
John P. Hopkins, former Mayor of Chi- 
cago. : 

Mr. Hopkins alleges in a petition filed 
in the Probate Court in support of his 
Claim for $35,000 against ‘the estate that 
Mr. -Eckels wrongfully converted 354 
shares of the capital stock of the Uni- 
versal Adding Machine*Co. of St: Louis. 

The stock, eecording to ‘the petition, 
was pledged to Mr: Hopkins to secure 
the Eckels notes. It is charged by the 
former Mayor that he returned this 
stock to Mr. Eckles for temporary use 
in the reorganization of the company, 
and the financier never delivered it 
again, but repledged it to Charles F. 
Spalding, a director in the Commercial. 
National Bank, for another loan. ) 

Sullivan Makes Charges. 

The charges of Mr. Hopkins are 
scarcely more sensational than those of 
Roger C. Sullivan, Democratic ‘boss’ 
of Illinois, also on file in the Probate 
Court. Mr. Sullivan alleges that he 
terrowed $25,000 from the Commercial 
National Bank, of which Mr. Eckels 
was \president, and turned it over to 
Mr. Eckels, taking his note and $460,- 
00 in shdres of Golconda mining 
stock, and $10,500 bands of the same com- 
Peny as collateral security. The mining 
stock and bohds are now considered 
practically worthless as security. 

The records of thé Prébate Court of 
Chicago show that Mr. Eckels, who 
left the Comptroller’s office in Wash- 
ington with a brilliant reputation as a 
financier, was insolvent to the extent Sr aa Le Nyy 
of more than $500,000 at the time of his Avie [Ll biti Hh ih | 
death. The mute evidence of the records <q A on” ih WH i 
bring to light’ the fact that Mr: Eckels, et 1 
who,’ by hig remarable financial ability bay : 
saved the credit of the country during ‘ 
the panic of 1893 when 165 national banks 
failed in a few weeks, was hot able to 
successfully manage his own private af- 
fairs. 

Claims against the estate now aggre- 
gate $1,033,751.38. The estate is inven- 
toried at $500,000, but persons who are 
familiar with the property listed be- 
lieve the creditors will do well if they 
realize 25 cents on the dollar. 

Mr. Eckels was in the zenith of his 
fame as a banker in Chicago when he 
died suddenly. The Coroner’s verdict 
was that heart disease caused his death. 

Former Mayor Hopkins was an inti- 
mate political and personal friend of 
Mr. Eckels. Mr. Hopkins says he knew 
that Mr. Eckels was hard pressed for 
money, and that he made large loans 
to the banker with a°full knowledge of } 
his desperate straits.

INSTRUMENT AT WORK

First in Mississippi Valley One 
of Jesuits’ Series of 
Eighteen. 





The new seismograph (pronounced 
size-mo-graf) at St. Louis University 
had its first test early yesterday morn- 
ing in showing what it could do in the 
Way of telling when there !s an earth- 
quake and how far away it is. 

An. eartl iguake yesterday was felt in 
St. tovte:< at Alton and at other points 
in the vicinity of St: Louis and the dell- 
cate instrument recorded the shocks 
The scientists: at St. Louls University 
knew the locality over which the 
shocks extended before the news 
reached St. Louis by télephone and 
telegraph. 

This is the first seismograph installed 
in the Mississippi Valley. It was im- 
ported from Germany and a vault is 
being constructed at the university for 
the proper installation of the machine. 
The cost of the seismograph was $500. 

Accuracy ef Lecation. 

In 18 different Jesuit colleges in'Can- 
ada and the United States similar in- 
struments will be installea and the Jes- 
ult scientists are preparing to work the 
different seismographs in harmony. The. 
result théy are working for is to ascer- 
tain with perfect accuracy the locations 
and extent of earthquakes in the ,hope 
that the data thus accumulated will 
eventually enable them to forecast ter- 
v-estrial disturbances. 

The earthquake yesterday was felt 
along the Mississippi River from. Alton 
to Memphis. At Alton the shock 
reached its maximum a few minutes 
after 1 a. m., and reports indicate that 
the vibrations were of greater ampli- 
tude and longer duration than those 
felt in St. Louis six weeks ago. Beds 
were rocked, windows were rattled and 
dishes were thrown from pantry shelves. 


Bled From Their Homes, 
In St. Louis the shock was less’ se- 


vere, but many persons reported that 
they felt the tremor. 

The vibrations also extended up the 
Missouri! River and -were felt at St. 
Charles and St. Peters, Mo., more than 
20 miles from St. Louls. At Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., the shock was so severe 
that some fled from their homes, fear- 
ing that the sayrenaees of the town 
was imminent. 

W. T. Norton, Sai diaabter at Alton, 
reported that he felt three distinct 
shocks, the second lasting more than a 
mipute. 

Steel and Cencrete Vault. 

The St. Louis seismograph is installed 
in a steel-walled storage vault in the 
basement of the main building of the 
university at Grand avenue and West 
Pine boulevard. It will be kept there 
until] the regular seismograph vault is 
constructed of steel and tconcrete. 

The Rey. Father John B. Goesse is 
chief of the staff of Jesuit scientists 
that will study the operations of the 
machine. Father Goesse, in the vault 
carly yesterday, discovered the faint 
tracings of the earthquake shocks. The 
shock Was so light that there was bare- 
ly a discernible wave in the line made 
by the needle. 

: Hundreds of Parts. 

The seismograph is made of severa! 
hundred different parts. It stands three 
feet high and occupies a space three 
feet In diameter. 

The recording of the shocks is accom- 
plished in this way: A steel weight of 
450 pounds rests on two thin crosspars 
of steel, connected with a series ef 
springs, mathematically balanced, so 
tuat if the steel crossbars move one one 
hundred and forty-fourth of an inch this 
fact is plainly evident in the action of 
the last spring of the series. This 
spring is connected with the needles. 

Under the needles of the seismographi, 
which vibrate to the slightest shock, is 
a slowly revolving drum connected with 
a clock made especially for the appa- 
ratus. On this drum is stretched a sheet 
of paper covered with lamp black and 
every movement of the needle is traced 
in white lines. The, needles also mark 
out every minute and hour and second 
80 that the time and duration of the 
earthquake can be read at a glance. 

Records Passage of Cars. 

The passing of street cars and purely 
surface shocks are recorded but can be 
easily distinguished by the scientific 
students of the seismograph. In its 
proper vault sunk deep in the earth 
shocks on the surface make very little 
impression and do not baffle the reader 
of the instrument. 

But while any day man can tell wheth- 
er or not there has been an earthquake, 
the determining of the locality of the 
shock is only obtainable through the 
working out of a formula in higher 
mathematics. 

Measuring the Tremors. 

This formula is applied to the length 
of what the scientists call the “vre- 
liminary tremor’ of the earthquake. 
This tremor is shown on the registering 
paper in a series of little variations 


charts he 
an earthquake hundreds of miles away. 


“The plan of the Jesuit College,’ said’ 
Father Goesse, “is to make the ascer- 
taining of the locality of an earthquake 
shock absolutely accurate. You can 
readily see that with selsmographs at |

the genera] cotton situation during the 
past week. There has, however, been 
some improvement in prices, especially 


advance of %c on the average in the 
leading supply markets. 

The speculative situation has shown 
fluctuation in rather narrow lines, with 
prices a few points higher than a wéek 
ago. It hag been very noticeable that 
with every advance of a few points in 
options, spot prices have been forced 
up, but have refused to follow declines. 
This has caused a widening of values 
between options and spots, with the 
change in favor of spots. This strength 
in the spot situation at this season of 
the year is remarkable, especially in 
the face of such a heavy movement, 
which is now in excess of that at- the 
same time last year by some 900,000 
bales. ? 

Awaiting the Gin Report. 

This excess movement, however, has 
been discounted, first, by the known 
shortage of this crop, second, by the 
large export demand, and third, by 
the very free selling by the producer, 
Every effort to lower values has met 


with little success thus far, but atten- 
‘tion is agai~ called to the very good 


prices now being realized and the danger 
of prices becoming tepheavy. With 
prices 3%c higher than at this time ‘ast 
year and the November movement yet to 
come, we might see a sharp reaction. 
The trade is actively engaged in trying 
to figure out this crop and is awaiting 
the gin report, due next Monday, for a. 
basis, Estimates still run from 10,000,000 
to 12,000,000 bales, with the average near 
11,000,000. If this figure should be con- 
firmed by the movement of the next few 
weeks, we may confidently expect pres- 
ent values to remain in force. 


Attitude of the Spinners. 
Attention is called especially to the 


spinners’ attitude on present values. 
Prices on certain lines have been ad- 
vanced and a fair to good demand has 
been developed. There Is quite an in- 
crease in stocks, the trade in general 
not’ following the increase in prices, 
buying in limited quantities only. 

The Arkwigh Club of Boston, which 
controls a bulk of the New England 
mills, are talking of reducing time in 
mills controlled by them, making a to- 
tal reduction of four weeks to Aug, 1, 
1910.

The general condition of the native 
beef steer trade the past week was un- 
satisfactory. Barring the choice of 
prime beeves selling over $6.90, which 
held steady and were in small supply. 
values for all other sorts slumped 3@ 
Se and the market was very dull at the 
prices, 

The selling of the hest beeves was the 
satisfactory feature of the beef steer 
trade. One load of finished 1561-pound 
steers sold at $8.75, which now stands 
the high record on this market for cat- 
tle of any weight. Three other loads of 


the same feeding weighing 1416 pounds 
sold at $8.15. All four loads going to 


‘Morris & Co. The good to choice steers 


sold mostly between $6.75 and $7.15 and 
were of big weights. 

Bulk of the steers were medium to 
pretty good grades and pretty good

Cows and Heifers Steady. 


The cow and heifer market held a 
steady balance during the entire week.

Best cows sold at $, with sales largely 
at $2.75@3.75. 

Strong tone realized for calves and 
yearlings. Best vealers topped at $38.25, 
good medium weights .around $6, fat 
heavy calves around $4.50 and yearlings 
around §3.25. The bull market was ac- 
tive and shade higher. 

The roads have been very muddy the 
past 10 days owing to the heavy gen- 
eral rains. The demand for stockers 
and feeders slackened considerably as a 
result. Buyers held off until the ground 
is in better shape before trying to mové 
any cattle through the country. Values 
under these conditions slumped 25@35c 
and deals were hard to negotiate at the 
lower level..

NEW ‘AUTO MARK| 


Driver of Pope-Hartford Car Inci- 
dentally Wins 250-Mile Portola 
Road Race. 


OAKLAND, Cal., Oct. 23.—Eclipsing 
the fastest record made in the Vander- 
bilt Cup race and making a speed of 
60 miles throughout—at times negotiat- 
ing the 2i-mile coursé in less than 2 
minutes—the Pope-Hartford car No. 4, 
‘riven by Jack Fleming, won the 250- 
mile Portola road race today with more 
than two laps to spare, in the fast time 
of thrée hours, 58 minutes and 15 sec- 
onds. 

Two cars were within two laps-of the 
winner .at the finish. Tese were the 
Apperson No. 13, driven by Harrig Han- 
shue, and the Losier No. 12, driven by 
Harry Mychener. The Apperson made 
fine spurts toward the last in trying to 
overtake the Hartford. yt 

The Apperson car, which had nego- 
tiated a little less than 11 laps at the 
time the Pope-Hartford crossed the line 
a winner, was leading the Lozier No. 
12 by almost a tap. They finished in 
that order. 

Besides winning second place in the 
big event of the day, the 250-mile race, 
the Apperson car won the second race, 
negotiating the 210 miles in three hours, 
12 minutes and 8% seconds. The Lozier 
car was given second place in the second 
race. The Pope-Hartford won the first 
ovent of seven laps. 

The actual running time of the Pope- 
Hartford today was 64.51 miles an hour, 
breaking the world’s record established 
at Santa Monica of 64.44 and that of 
the Vanderbilt Cup race of 64.43. 

The races were marred by a number 
of accidents, two of which may result 
fatally. These two mishaps were due 
te inefficient policing of the course, and 
in both cases spectators were the vic- 
tims. ,

The diagram printed herewith shows the path of the comet in its re- 
lation to the orbit of the earth. It should be noticed that the points in 
the ¢lagrem at which it enters and leaves the earth’s arbit are not really 
its near approaches to the earth, although they appear to be so. The comet's 
position on May 10 shown in the diagram is the point at which it is really 
nearest to the earth. 4 

The Harvard Observatory ‘has been designated by the leading astrono- 
mers of this country to watch its course. This makes the Views of Prof. 
E. C. Pickering, Director of the Observatory, doubly interesting, as he is 
really the official watcher of the famous comet. 

“The most important discovery in the astronomical world this year 
is the @nding of Halley’s comet, for which astronomers the world over 
have been eagerly watching for many months,” said Prof. B. C. Pickering 
last week. “The comet was discovered by Prof. Wolf on Sept. 11 in right 
ascension 6 hours 18 minutes 12 seconds: declination 17 degrees 11 min- 
utes north. He telegraphed the news to the Observatory at Kiel, to which 
astronomers all over Europe report, and it, in turn, was cabled to the Har- 
vard Observatory, which has been selected by the astronomers of this 
country to watch the comet. 

“Since that time the comet has been sighted from the Harvard Obser- 
vatory and photographed. Prof. 8. W. Burnham of the Yerkes Observatory 
at Lake Geneva reports that he has observed the comet with the naked 
eye, aided by a telescope, and that he has two negatives of it. I understand 
that it has also been photographed at the Lick Observatory. 

“Scientific progress has revolutionized the method of making astrono- 
mical observations. Photography has been substituted for the telescope 
a is desired to discover a minute object in the uttermost realms of 
the sky. 

“Early in the morning of Sept. 10 two photographic plates were exposed 
at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, for about half an hour. They were 


_ directed toward the space in the sky where Crommelin’s calculations showed 


the comet to be on that date; On the first inspection of the plates nothing 
out of the common was detected. Two days Jater, on the 13th, Prof. Wolf 
telegraphed that he had discovered the comet. A re-examination of the 
Greenwich plates enabled the observers to detect faint impressions of it. 
“With the telescopes which were available in the eighteenth century 
Halley’s comet of 1758-59 was discovered seventy-seven days before perihe- 
lion; on its next appearance, in 1835, telescopes enabled astronomers to de- 
tect it 102 days before perihelion, but the photographic method of the 
twentieth century has disclosed it about 220 days before perihelion. We 
can therefore say that photography has found the comet somewhere about 
100,000,000 miles farther away than it can be viewed through a telescope. 
“To Prof. Burnham, of the Yerkes Observatory, belongs the credit of 
being the first man in America to see the comet through a telescope, and 
to Mrs. Wilmina P. Fleming, Curator of: Astronomical Photographs at Har- 
vard, belongs the distinction of being the first woman to see it.

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Theory of What Canada Would 
Do With Greenland 


S proposéd purchase of Greenland is explained 


ANADA* 
& Canadian Magazine by Robert Stein, who thinks that by the use 
éf a little diplomacy Denmark might\be persuaded to sell the 
whole of the immense territory of the island for a song. There are 837,745 
square miles in Greenland, according to his estimates, while Alaska has 
an area of only 590,000 square miles. 
Adding Greenland to the 3,745,000 square miles of Canadian terri. 
tory, he gives the Dominion an area much largér than Europe, with its 


total of 3,627,000 square miles. The occasion for the proposed purchase 
is the opening up of Hudson’s Bay for a regular steamship connection 
between the Western grain field of Canada and/ English ports. 

As Canadian railroad building is now being done to open this route, 
it is expected by some in Canada that it will work a great revolution, 
affecting. the trade of Europe and of the United States. With grain 
enough raised in Western Canada and with Hudson’s Bay free from ice 
there would be no question of this. The question now is of ice-free har- 
bors and safe passage through ice-blocked straits. 

It is expected that with such traffic as is expected, South Grenland 
would be needed as a base for wireless stations, cable stations and other 
modern conveniences, aside from any value it might have for minerais 
and fisheries. Except the newly discovered Antarctic continent, it is the 
cheapest large body of land left in the world, but it is not decided by 
any means that Denmark would sell it or that if the price were as low 


as 10 cents an acre, Canadian taxpayers would bargain for more than 


they could see free from icebergs.

Nearly all the land part of the earth is seen plainly in our Northern half 
of it. The greater part of the earth’s surface is water. This is a reason 
for the statement made by Arthur W. Clayden before the British Astronom- 
ical society that the earth is a “belted planet”. ‘ike Jupiter.

As it 
turns the clouds are whirled into belts. | 

Clayden thinks that the immense amount of water on earth must fill 
the air with moisture so that this would be seen from a million miles 
away as belts of cloud. If moisture were thick over all parts of the 
earth (as it is over the British Islands) we wound have to think of cloud 
belt forming and hiding the earth from outsiders. 

In Missouri where the air is so full of sunlight, {t 1s hard to think so. 
In Colerade and Utah, it is harder still. It is too hard t> be logical. When 
in Salt Lake City, it might not be possible to see a rain cloud in the sky 
for weeks. An astronomer there would have very hard work thinking of 
eloud beits thick enough 
sun-or anywhere else. What seems logical about fogs ahd clouds in London 
may depend on the standpoint. In the western United States we would 
expect the earth, seen from outside, to look like a beautiful, clear, shining 
star with not enough clouds to make even a single belt around it.

the comet at that time. However, there will be no danger from it. There is 
not the slightest cause for alarm.

“Prior to the time of Halley comets were supposed to be only occasional 
visitors. But Halley found, by calculating that the comet traveled in 4 
closed curve, that it would. return to the solar system at intervals of 
about 75 years. In 1682 Halley declared that this comet, which now bears 
his name, would return in 1769. At that time his prediction was received 
with incredulity, but when on Christmas of the year he named the comet 
was seen in the heavens his calculations were femembered, and it was ac- 
knowledged that the comet was a recurring one, — 

_. “The comet was again seen in 1835, and has been absent since that 
date. When first sighted it was very and brilliant; since then it has 
become emaller and less bright. In 1836 it was only about half as large 
and brilliant as in 1768. ‘ 

“Until Halley’s day, comets, like almost every other uncommon heavenly 
manifestation, were universally regarded as portents of evil. There were 
many amazing superstitions concerning them, Some declared that the fire 
of which they seemed to be composed denoted the burning of human sins 
and wickedness, and the ashes fell on the heads of the populace, causing 
all sorts of pestilence. : e 

“When William the Conqueror invaded England in 1066 he is said to 
have declared that his Norman soldiers were guided by the tail of a comet, 
which undoubtedly was that which we know as Halley’s today. Thewife 
of the famous Norman conqueror sented this comet, and the amaze- 
ment of her subjects at beholding it, on the famous Bayeux tapestries. 
When it appeared in 1466 it caused terror and alarm among the ignorant, 
who feared that it was about to destroy the earth. : 

“Some idea of the vast gize of the orbit of Halley’s comet may be form- 
ed by comparing it with the dimensions of our own planet. The mean dis- 
tance of the earth from the sun is about 93,000,000 miles, while the length 
of the orbit of the comet is more than 35 times that distance, and its 
breadth about one-fourth of its length. 

“Could we imagine the nucleus of the comet a solid globe like the 
earth, and that it were possible for us to take a journey on this globe 
through the realms of space along the pathway of this comet, we should 
find that at its greatest distance from the sun that luminary would not 
uppear as large as a star. 

“At this distance the comet only moves at the rate of 39 miles a min- 
ute, an ‘aphelion crawl,’ compared with its rate when at perihelion, or when 
nearest to the sun. Approaching the orbit of Neptune it accelerates its 
gait to 65 miles per minute, increasing the speed to 171 miles per minute 
between Neptune and Uranus. In the space between Uranus and Saturn it 
goes at the rate of 320 miles a minute, and this is increased to 520 miles a 
minute between Saturn and Jupiter. As it rushes onward in the direction 
of Mars it makes 788 miles per minute, and when it circles the sun it is 
going 1,878 miles per minute—its highest speed. 

“If this speed were increased by about 17 miles per minute it would 
exceed the speed limit permitted to this periodical visitor in space. The 
orbit wonJd become parabolic, and the comet would leave our solar system 
forever. Fortunately, the comet has thus far passed the danger point in 
safety, and, sweeping around the sun, has always resumed its long return

T pve may change, but men never, That 
poem was written about 60 B. C. by Catul- 
Tus, foremost Roman love poet, but it 
sounds a good deal like John E. McGrew of Tren- 
ton, Neb., Champion Kisser of America. John is 
an honest farmer and never writes poetry, but if 
what his wife says is true, he and Catullus must 
have a strong fellow feeling. Mrs. McGrew de- 
clares John has kissed her and kissed her until 
she can’t stand it any longer, and she wants a 
‘divorce. John apparently put in about as much 
time kissing as Catullus did writing poems on the. 
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subject. 

Kisses have been getting almost as much pub- 
licity lately as the aeroplanes and the North Pole. 
In severa] parts of the country they have occupied 
a large share of public attention. In staid Bos- 
ton, Dr. Lincoln H. Chase, a noted tuberculosis 
expert, seriously championed the kisses of his 
wife and his friend, Hartley Dennett, an archi- 
tect. Wherever a divorce court has been in ses- 
sion wives have been pleading that they were not 
kissed enough.. Doctors have frequently bid for 
fame by finding new diseases lurking in the lus- 
cious kiss. A St. Louis policeman has just been 
dismissed from the force for attempting to steal a 
kiss from a housemaid. 

But all these have been cast in the shade by 
John ©. McGrew of Princeton, Neb. John’s pas- 
sion makes all the love poems ever written seem 
cold and lifeless for Mrs. McGrew says John got 
many of the kisses he wanted, ‘whereas love poems 
usually tell.of kisses somebody would like to get 
but can’t. 

John should be a fine subject for study by those 
learned scientists who like to delve into*the his- 
tory, philosophy and hygiene of the kiss. John 
can tell them how it tastes, without a doubt, and 
might explain why he likes it.

Generally speaking, marriages between actresses 
and business and professional men turn out hap- 
pily enough, because it is. pleasanter to be the 
wife of a rich man with a town house and a 
country house and credit at the jeweler’s, and the 
hat and gown shops, than knocking around the 
country doing one-night stands on the kerosene 
circuit. The actregs who has had a few years 
of the kerosene circuit knows how to take care 
of a good thing. If she feels ner “art’’ tearing 
at ker to drag her behind the footlights again, 
and dreams of triumphs that might be hers, she 


bravely strangles the said “art” with a trip to 


Europe or a couple of months at Palm Beach, 
accompanied by several trunkfuls of gowns, and 
makes her dream come true with a few dozen 
“dreams” of millinery art. 

Marriage outside of the profession does not fall 
to the lot of the stars alone—bless you, no. Lit- 
tle Gussie Gumdrop in the chorus is just as like- 
ly to pick up a Pittsburg stee] king or an Akron 
(Q.) tinplate millionaire during the season as the 
latest luminary in the Broadway nebula. 

In fact, the marriage market in show girls and 
chorus beauties down Wall street way and in 
other finanvial circles has always remained stead- 
ily active. A few years ago all that was neces- 
sary for a girl to get the makings of a millionaire, 
if not the big-money man himself, was to get into 
a Floradora sextette. Marriages among the sex- 
tette girls were at one time eo numerous that 
the managers of Floradora companies had 
maintain several sets of reserves to keep the 
shows going.

One of the principal occupations of the British 
nobility has been to marry the beauties of the 
London music halls and the comic opera theaters, 
and many a “My Lady” of the chorus got a titie 
without the money and had to go back to the 
stage in order to support it. 

The American actress, however, has been can- 
nier, and from star to coryphee the majority who 
have married outside their profession have land- 
oo a multitude of dollars along with the wedding 
ring. 

The latest stage idol to give herself to a rich 
man was the adored Ethel Barrymure, who con- 
sented to “sit by the fire” of Russell Colt, whose 
family became rich in the manufacture of fire- 
arms. Miss Barrymore was reported engaged 
many times to this or that rich society man, and 
it is confidently said by writers on matters the- 
atrical that she has refused more millionaires 
who fell tn love with her than any other, girl on 
the modern stage. 

Within the last few years several stage women 
have married well, but alas, not all of them 
without first having dragged through the di- 
vorce courts. The marriage of Maybelle Gilman 
to William Ellis Corey, the millionaire president 
of the Steel Trust, brought to her husband about 
as nasty a lot of public criticism as falls to the 
lot of man, and in spite of her chateaux in 
France, her private theater, her town and country 
houses and steam yachts, she has not made any 
considerable stir in the society in which she 
hoped to shine. 

Probably the most notably satisfactory mar- 
riage between an actress and a rich man was 
that of Edith Kingdon to George Gould. This al- 
liance was without a trace of scandal, and Mrs. 
Gould has taken that high place among Ameri- 
= women to which her fine character entitled 
At the other end of the gamut of marital ex- 
periences stands the marriage of Katherine Clem- 
mons to Howard Gould, whose divorce recently 
happened. The unpleasant history of this un- 
fortunate marriage is so fresh in the public mind 
as to need no repetition here.

According 
to a clever actress, whose proposals are equal to 
her list of male friends outside the theater, it 
is born and dies in the mind of the man afflicted 


by it.

ater. He expects the glamor, and it is there in 
jarge quantities. Across the footlights he sees 
a woman looking her very best An artful makeup 
and attractive costumes. Men applaud her and 
praise her .beauty; men in the same self-hypno- 
tized condition as himself. He begins to believe 
that she really is beautiful, and all that the part 
she plays would make her seem, 

He sees her during the two and a half hours 
of the day when she is at hes best—and at a dis- 
tance that lends enchantment. He does not get 
the opportunity of studying her as he does her 
sister of the home.

al ar laziest couple in St. Louis!” A 
unique distinction, is it not? To be the 
laziest individual among more than 

750,000 persons should be “‘honor’’ enough for the 


aver man—since he has much competition! 
But two persons, and they man and wife, to 


earry off the palm is a victory indeed. 


That is just what many claim has happened to 
Cassomir Warakovitch and his wife, Ann. The 
various 
guarters. First, their neighbors along North 
Twelfth street and others on Biddle put them in 
the “laziest couple” class. Policemen in that dis- 
trict decided that the neighbors were correct. 
Chief Creecy was probably forced to the same 
conclusion after having gotten various positions 
for Cassomir Warakovitch, from each of which he 
returned with complaints that the work was too 
hard. 

Finally, .owever—and this'seems to come under 
the head of expert opinion—a verdict was ren- 
dered at the City Hospital. Warakovitch and his 
wife were sent there “for observation,’ and when 
they were discharged it was the announced de 
cision of hospital attendants that they were af- 
flicted with “chronic and continual laziness.” : 

To be sure, one might be chronically and con- 
tinually lazy and still not be more so than any- 
one else in St. Louis. Many are so afflicted in 
this thriving city, without doubt. Then how are 
we to determine who is the laziest? Let us 
listen to the evidence in the case of Cassomir 
and Anna Warakovitch—and while it unfolds the 
reader might do well to bear carefully in mind 
the distinction between “laziness” and “hunger.” 

Their first essay towards their present pecu- 
liar position was early in September. They were 


arrested for having broken a plate-glass window 


in the Globe clothing store, Seventh and Franklin. 
The damage amounted to $75, the window was in- 
offensive, the attack apparently premeditated. 
Nothing was stolen. It was a peculiar case. ‘The 
police were puzzled. Warakovitch and his wife 
were arrested, of course, and a charge placed 
against them in court. _ 
- 7 - . 

When they appeared and were questioned they 
announced that they were hungry, could obtain 
no work and that they had broken the window 
solely in order that they might be sent to the 
Workhouse, where they could get something to 
eat. That aroused the sympathy of the court and 
of police officials... True, it didn’t have much 
effect on the patrolmen of the district wherein 
Warakovitch and his wife had lived, nor on their 
neigabors who had watched them more or less 
closely and had decided upon a verdict of “the 
laziest couple in St. Louis.” 

But it resulted in Chief Creecy voiunteering to 
get Warakovitch a job. This he did. Warako- 
vitcleshowed up at the job, he and his wife hav- 
ing been discharged, and Chief Creecy turned to 
his desk with a feeling of having done a good 
service. But the job didn’t last. 'Warakovitch 
was back shortly, complaining that the work 
was too hard; thet-4@ his weakened condition he 
Was unable to do Wiat the émployers demanded 
of him. The Chief got him another job. The 
results wére the same. Warakovitch came back. 
loroiggrd job was secured. Warakovitch came 
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either hunger or laziness might be at the bot- 
tom of the trouble. He sent the couple to the 
City Hospital for observation. ‘‘For observation” 
has a rather ominous sound, as most readers will 
readily realize. It required only a short time 
for the Hospital authorities to complete their 
observations. The result, as indicated before, 
was a decision of “chronic and continual lazi- 
ness,” sO Warakovitch and wife appeared once 
more at the police station. Since there was no 
charge, and inasmuch as Chief Creecy has other 
work than the running of an employment bureau, 
the couple were left to their own devices once 
more. 

What these ‘devices’ were app.ared within 
twelve hours. Shortly after dusk on the day 
they left the Hospital they attacked the windows 
of a bakery at Fourteenth and Biddle streets and 
attempted to make off with an arm load of bread 
each. Mrs. Warakovitch got away with her por- 
tion of the manna, but a crowd quickiy assembled 
and harried Warakovitch until he was forced to 
drop his provisions and flee, empty-handed. 

Just after midnight of the day when the bakery 
had been raided there was a sound of shattering 
glass at 1100 North Thirteenth street, and in- 
vestigation showed that the windows of Jacob 
Goodman’s butcher shop at that address had been 
smashed and that several links of-.kosher ‘sau- 
sage had disappeared. There was no trace of 
the persons who-hag broken into the shop, but 
when the police appeared on the scene they re+ 
called ‘the breaking of the Globe window two 
weeks previously, and that Warakovitch and bis 
wife had only that day been released from the 
Hospital. Taey visited the room. the - coupie 
called “home’’ and found there three loaves of 
bread and some of the kosher sausage. 

Warakovitch and his wife were arrested and 
readily admitted that they had broken into both 
the bakery and the butcher shop. They repeated 
their former story—that they were hungry and 
could get no work, and that they had purposely 
committed the act in order to be sentenced to the 
Workhouse, where they could get plenty to eat. 

This seemed curious, for the couple are exceed- 
ingly ablebodied. Warakovitch, who is a Pole, 
weighs 215 and claims that to be ten or fifteen 
pounds short of wnat he would weigh were he 
able to satisfy his appetite regularly. Mrs. Wara- 
kovitch weighs 185. They certainly appeared able 
to work, and it seemed improbable that they 
could find nothing’to do. Also Chief Creecy’s 
previous experiences were recalled. 

This caused the “laziest couple” theory to. be 
revived and gave it new strength. Man and wife 
were committed to jail awaiting a hearing. De- 
velopments there began to indicate a reason for 
the hunger of which Warakovitch complained. 
His appetite was found to be enormous. His al- 
lowance of the jail fare by no means satisfied 
him, He always quit hungry. His fellow pris- 
oners were sympathetic. Such a large man might 
well be hungry even after eating an ordinary 
meal, they argued, Some of them began giving 
the prisoner a’ part of their own rations. He’ 
devoured-all that wae placed before him. Then 
sympathy~on the part of the prisoners turned 
to curiosity. They began to experiment as to 
just how muth the big Pole could eat. Finally. 
all the prisoners who had anything left after 


Then the Chief decided something other thanfinishing their meals began turning it over to 
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Warakovitch. At the last report he was putting 
away everything placed before him in this man- 
ner—and still he seemed hungry. 

Another interesting feature developed. Mrs. 
Warakovitch, who had corroborated her husband’s 
plea of hunger and his statement that he could 
find no work, became the busiest person about 
the jail. She scrubbed and cleaned and scoured 
and swept and kept busy all the time. It was 
finally decided that Warakovitch was the lazy 
member of the firm and that the two could no 
longer be called the “laziest couple.” Ultimately 
Mrs. Warakovitch was released and the situation 
seemed to have settled itself down’ to a ‘‘laziest 
man” verdict. 7 

Complications soon arose which caused the ver- 
dict to be revised. Mrs. Warakovitch was re- 
leased on wednesday. About 2 a. m. the follow- 
ing Saturday the big Polish woman ran amuck on 
Biddle street. Armed with a wagon~stake she 
attacked windows in all the business houses 
along her section of the street. Twenty-two win- 
dows in five different establishments were shat- 
tered, the damage being estimated at $700. She 
seems to have made no attempt to steal on this 
occasion. 

Taken before Judge Taylor in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, Mrs. -  Warakoviteh entered 
the same old plea. She could get no work, she 
was hungry and she broke the windows in order 
to get a Workhouse sentence. Judge Taylor 
questioned her closely and finally refused to sen- 
tence her. 


‘What do you want me to do; break more win- 
dows?” the woman asked. 

“No, | want you to find work and be a good 
woman,” returned Judgé Taylor. Whereupon the 
woman burst into tears and left the courtroom. 
Later she visited her husband, awditing trial at 
the Citr Jail, and he stated that it was her in- 
tention to break more windows shortly. In the 
meantime their furniture had been put in the 
street because of non-payment of rent,;and the 
woman’ had no place to go. She was taken in 
temporatily by a Polish family in the neighbor- 
hocd of Eleventh and Biddle streets. 

Warakovitch, in the City Jail, told a Post-Dis- 
patch representative his side of the “laziest 
couple” story. He is a man of heavy frame, not 
a great deal of his weight being surplus, and has 
intelligent brown eyes, set wide apart. He is a 
Polander and has made two trips to this country. 
The first time he worked in the coal mines of 
Pennsylvania, saved $400 and went back to Europe 
for his wife. They came to St. Louis five years 
ago. His English is broken but his conversation 
can be easily followed. He speaks four or five 
other languages. 

Warakovitch says that before’ smashing the 
Globe window he and his wife had searched many 
days for work. He had been several times to 
the Captain of his police district and to other 
police officials, he says, asking them to help him 
find something to do. “I didn’t want to break 
windows,” he says. He asserts that when he broke 
the Globe window he had had nothing to eat for 
two days. 

Once, he says, he went to the Provident Asso- 
ciation and asked for help. He was told that he 
could not be given money, and that he must do 
certain work before he could have provisions. To 
this, he says, he agreed and was given some wood 
to saw. He asserts that he sawed wood for six 
hours, not having had anything except the light- 
est sort of diet—chiefly water, he insists—for 
two or three days.previous to that. 

When he finished with the wood he reported 
to the association manager. “It was Saturday 
and I was happy, for we were going to have a 
fine lunch Sunday,” Warakovitch said. “But the 
man took me and showed me the groceries from 
which I was to select my Sunday provisions. 
There was tobacco and coffee and sugar and 
beans and flour. I asked: ‘No cheese?’ And the 
man said: ‘No cheese.’ I asked, ‘No meat? No 
sausage?’ And the man said: ‘No meat. No 
sausage. "’ So I took beans and flour. 

“‘Now, what ceuld I do with beans and flour? 
The flour we mixed with water and made into 
a sort of a mush, but it gave no strength. Why 
didn't we bake bread? We had no stove—noth- 
ng but a gasoline stove—a@nd we couldn’t bake

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Novel Waysto Serve Peaches 


OT everybody knows that 
N peaches can be baked like ap- 
ples. Peel them and place in 
a shallow pan and sprinkle with a 
little sugar, melted butter, a few 
drops of lemon juice and a slight 
grating of nutmeg. Some housewives 
serve them in halves with the pits 
removed, to be eaten with a spoon, 
like an orange. The velvety skin is 
tough enough to hold without break- 
ing. 

“Another peach dessert is made by 
peeling several.peaches, cutting them 
in half and removing the _ stones. 
Each. half is then placed on a slice of 
ungel cake and a large spoonful of ice 
cream or whipped cream put in the 
cavity. Over all whipped cream is 
piled. This should be only slightly 
sweetened, as the cake and fruit are 
so sweet themselves. 

Peach kisses call far a few marsh- 
mallows. Peel large, well-flavored 
peaches and take out the _ stones. 
Sprinkle with sugar and put a marsh- 
mallow cut in half into each cavity. 
Cover with sweetened cream that 
has beet whipped to a stiff froth. 
Serve the kisses as cold as possible 


A French dessert, sometimes called 
“glorified peaches and cream,” is the 
fcllowing: Peel 12 peaches of fine 
flavor. Cut each in half and remove 
the stones. Sprinkle over the fruit 
two tablespoons of maraschino and 
a tablespoon of powdered sugar. fe 
the mixture stand a little while so 
that the fruit will thoroughly absorb 
the wine and stir it well occasionally. 
Beat a cup of cream to a s‘iff froth. 
keeping it very cold the while by let- 
ting it stand in a bed of crushed ice.
